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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 1 ; the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a rotatable storage 
device, wherein each recording head within the plurality of recording heads is 
individually activated and wherein each of the recording heads is parked when not 
activated; and activating only the required recording head to access the requested data 
set. 

Re claim 8; the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a disk drive, wherein 
each recording head within the plurality of recording heads is individually activated and 
wherein each of the recording heads is parked when not activated. 

Re claim 15; the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a disk drive, wherein 
each recording head within the plurality of recording heads is individually activated and 
wherein each of the recording heads is parked when not activated; and activating only 
the required recording head to access the requested data set.
